The months of March, April and June found the resi- 
dents of Pownal participating in a most successful 
drive. Three types of Sabin Polio oral vaccine made 
easily available by the Portland Jay-Cees, for which 


we offer our thanks. The response was tremendous. 


In April and May there were clinics held for all pre- 
school and school children. The third clinic was not 
held because of poor attendance. October and Novem- 
ber, the Parent-Teachers Club sponsored their annual 


clinics, for school physicals and checkups. 


At this time I would like to express my thanks and 
appreciation to all who have worked on the clinics, and 
to the Parent-Teachers Club for their interest and as- 


sistance. 


There were less than a dozen communicable diseases 
reported to me this year, and two of those were re- 
ported from a physician. It is the duty of the parents 


to report all such diseases. 


Free immunization against smallpox is offered to all 


who desire it.

Pownal — 1963 


Your public health nurse, a member of the staff of 
the Division of Public Health Nursing, provided public 
health nursing services in the town of Pownal during 
the year 1963. The activities of the public health nurse 
include working in the home, school, and community. 
In all phases of the work, emphasis is placed on the: 
prevention of disease, the promotion of health, and in 
providing part time skilled nursing care that best meets 
the needs of the individual patient. 


The past two years no child health conferences have 
been held in Pownal. Last Fall a group of women from 
Mothers Club became interested in child health con- 
ferences and a survey was made. The results were very 
enlightening. Let us hope, that with the coming of 1964, 
Pownal will again have child health conferences. It is 
during the first few years of life their parents need 
advice in scientifically sound health practices. 


Public health nursing services in the schools include 
participation in: 
1. Periodic visits to school personnel. 


2. Arrangements for selected screening tests of . 
vision and hearing. 


3. Planning and carrying on school health examina- 
tions. 


4. Home visits to children with Known or suspected 
health problems. 
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Twenty-two conferences were held with individual 
teachers. Screening tests for hearing were done on the 
first grade children and children from other grades who 
were referred to the nurse. Sixty-three children were 
given the Audiometer test. No defects were found. 


Children under 21 years of age who are receiving care 
from the medical care program sponsored by the state 
services are visited periodically by the public health 
nurse, to assist the families in following medical in- 
structions. Twenty-two visits were made in this cate- 
gory. 


Several visits were made to the adult age group. 
These visits were made to give health supervision. 


Home medical and nursing care of patients will pro- 
bably be greatly expanded in the next few years. The 
function of the public health nurse in this program 
is to give, arrange for, teach or supervise nursing care 
to the sick or injured under medical direction. 


The assistance given the public health nurse by town 
officials, school personnel and other interested people 
has been most gratefully appreciated. Working to- 
gether, the goal better health for the community can be 
reached.

Records were checked to determine the accuracy of recorded 
cash transactions. The system of internal control was reviewed 
as to the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 


Receipts, vouchers, and cancelled checks were examined for 
a selected period. Bond and insurance coverage were examined. 
Excise tax collections were verified with copies of the receipts 
retained by the Tax Collector.

White Pine Blister Rust 


White Pine Blister Rust is of real importance in 
Maine. It is a fatal fungus disease of white pines - a 
tree of great value to the State and towns. Blister rust 
control work is well established over much of the 
southern third of the state. Pownal should give serious 
consideration to the benefits of continued protection 
of pine in its area. 

Pownal has 4,256 acres of pine now needing and justi- 
fying protection. Control work involves the working of 
these pine stands plus surrounding protective strips 
so that a total of 9,870 acres needs to be worked. This 
year we recommend that Pownal provide for control 
work on roughly 1,138 acres by voting an appropriation 
of $150.00 to be expended by the State in its cooperative 
control program with towns. Any additional acreage 
needing work can be provided for by succeeding ap- 
propriations. Other pine which may occur consists of 
stands which have had control work or are composed 
of pine too sparse to justify control. 


Control work was last,done in the above area in 1959. 
Present work needed is either to establish control in. 
new areas or to re-establish control due to increased 
infection chances since the last work. Once control is 
established it is usually 9-10 years before re-working > 
is necessary. | 


Without control of blister rust there would be little 
future pine resource. Control is good business in pro- 
tecting this natural resource of a town with its con- 
sequent effects on taxes received through forest valua- 
tions. 
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The values involved can be seen in the fact that the 
well-stocked stand of white pine on a good site and well 
managed for best growth can grow 500 board: feet per 
acre per year. 


Total costs of protection are low - to the town it 
amounts to pennies in relation to the pine crop dollar 
produced because a town appropriation is approxi- 
mately matched by Federal-State funds for direct con- 
trol work. In the over-all program costs in this Federal- 
State-Town cooperative control program, municipal 
funds amount to about 25% of the total. 


The Key to blister rust control rests in the fact that 
the disease fungus lives alternately on white pine trees 
and currant bushes. Infection from one white pine to 
another is impossible. A period of time must be spent 
on the leaves of currant bushes. Control is carried out 
by eliminating currant plants growing in and around 
white pine stands. Small sizes or reproduction of white 
pine suffer the worst damage, although pines of all 
sizes are attacked. Losses of small pines are rather in- 
conspicuous but seriously deplete the future resource. 
The general policy is to protect natural stands of white 
pine five acres and up in Size, plantation stands of two 
acres and up. 


In order for a town to have a control program it must 
provide an appropriation to cover part of the costs. To 
realize control benefits, your town should make pro- 
visions for voting the above recommended appropriation 
for this year’s control work.
